INCOME TAX HITS! 
HARD AT EVERY 
INDUSTRY CLASS 


WASHINGTON, sept. 19.—-Few 
methods of raising money through 
taxation were overlooked by et 
United States senate in drafting the 
revenue bill which it has just sent 
to conference between the two 
houses, after considering the meas- | 
ure for nearly four months, 

Some of these methods will be 
eliminated when the proposed law is 
_whipped into shape by the confer- 
ence comuinittee, but chances are 
that for every plan that is rejected ! 
another will be substituted. 

The bill begins with a sweeping 
income tax which hits wealth hard, 
abut not nearly as hard as a group 
of senators headed by Senator John- 
}son of California and Senator La 
Follette of Wisconsin would have 
it 


Here are the income tax levies 
included in the hill, the taxes on 
which are in addition to those now 
yn the statute books:

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JAPAN AND THE WAR. 


It seems to be assured that 
Japan will enter the war actively 
next spring. Since the capture 
of Tsingtau the Japs have done 
nothing except to send a naval 
force to the Mediterranean to 
patrol against enemy submarines. 
This work has been handled with 
the usual Japanese thoroughness 
and efficiency. 
But it is understood that Japan 
is now anxious to put a force of 
not less than 500,000 men in the 
field on of the European 
fronts and that such force is now 
being mobilized for that purpose. 
Where the Japs will act is a 
matter that has not been dis- 
closed, and 
been determined.

The situation the Balkans 
never has been satisfactory. <A 
large allied force is held there, 
‘but has been able to accomplish 
little. The inaction is due to the 
contour of the country and the 
“trong = =Bulgar and ‘German 
armjes defending it. Also, until 
recently, there has been distrust 
of Greece, but since the over- 
throw of King Constantine, there 
appears to be no longer any 
question of Greek co-operation 
with the allies. 

If a force of 500,000 could be 
landed in the Balkan peninsula 
there appears little reason to 
doubt that Bulgaria could be 
quickly overrun, Turkey isolated 
and the army of Mackensen in 
Rumania overwhelmed. Serbia 
could be relieved from Austrian 
occupancy and Austria herself 
would be easy of invasion. 

Of course, the strength of the 
Japs would be effective against 
the Germans in Belgium and 
France, where the British and 
French war experts. still insist 
the war will finally be brought 
to a conclusion. 

The great thing is that the Japs 
have a powerful army, and it

SACRAMENTO, Sept.  19.—The 
third district court of appeals grant- 
ed today a writ of mandate applied 
for by Governor William D, Steph- 
ens, ordering State Controller John 
S. Chambers to draw warrants for 
such portions of fifteen thousand 
dollarg as may be needed by veterans 
of the G, A. R. in California, to at- 
tend the conference and jubliee to 
be held at Vicksburg, Miss, In Oc- 
tober. 

A fifteen thousand dollars appro- 
priation was made by the last legis- 
lature to pay the expenses of Grand 
Army veterans who want to make 
the trip. ‘Attorney General U. S. 
Webb rendered an opinion that the 
appropriation wag in the nature of 
a gift and that the legislature had 
00 power to set it aside for the pur- 
pose. On these grounds Controller 
Chambers refused to draw the war- 
rants, merely to have the matter 
legally adjusted. Governor Steph- 
ens applied for the writ of mandate, 
which was granted today, and the 
money will be expended under his 
aupervision.
